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Micropublishing  Council 
Holds  First  Two 
Meetings  and  Adopts 
Charter  Unanimously 

Gathering  on  Bastille  Day,  July 
14th,  members  of  the  recently 
formed  Public  Printer's  Council  on 
Micropublishing  met  for  the  first 
time  and  after  vigorous  discussion 
unanimously  adopted  a  Charter. 

They  expressed  great  concern  to 
provide  the  Public  Printer  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents  with 
the  best  available  information  for 
^Ipplementing  GPO's  micropublish- 
--fng  program.  Focus  was  on  utilizing 
the  soundest  technology,  the  most 
economical  means,  and  effective 
user  access. 

In  reply  to  a  specific  concern  ex- 
pressed by  depository  librarians, 
John  J.  Boyle,  the  Public  Printer, 
stated:  "We  have  begun  develop- 
ment of  a  formal  replacement  policy 
for  mechanically  damaged,  lost, 
destroyed,  or  stolen  microform 
products. 

"In  response  to  a  letter  request, 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing  has 
given  us  approval  to  replace  at  cost 
microforms  that  have  been  mechan- 
ically damaged,  lost,  or  stolen.  We 
are  also  developing  a  replacement 
criteria  for  microfiche  that  fails 
through  faulty  processing. 

"We  had  a  lot  of  discussion  at  the 
last  Council  meeting  regarding 
archival  qualities.  Any  item  that 
fails  through  what  we  deem  to  be 
'production  problems,  or  problems 
^  .rat  caused  by  the  library  itself,  will 
be  replaced  without  cost. 

"An  interesting  sidelight  is,  of 
all  the  fiche  that  we  have  shipped  to 
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date,  we  have  had  to  replace  only 
one  silver  halide  fiche  which  was 
imperfect." 

At  their  second  meeting,  on  Sep- 
tember 1st,  1978,  the  Public  Print- 
er's Council  on  Micropublishing 
focused  its  attention  on  "The  Posi- 
tion Paper  of  the  Cost  Criteria  Sub- 
committee of  August  8,  1978."  After 
considerable  discussion,  Ms.  Nancy 
Cline  moved  that:  The  Government

Printing  Office  proceed  to  imple- 
ment the  micropublishing  program, 
addressing  the  recommendations 
from  the  Depository  Library  Council 
to  the  Public  Printer,  and  based  on 
the  report  of  the  Cost  Criteria  Sub- 
committee. The  motion  was  adopted. 

Both  meetings  were  held  in  the 
Carl  Hayden  Room  of  the  Govern- 
ment Printing  Office  with  members 
of  the  public  attending. 


Charter  of  the 

PUBLIC  PRINTER'S 
COUNCIL  ON  MICROPUBLISHING 


ARTICLE  I 
Name 

The  official  designation  of  the  group  es- 
tablished to  provide  advice  on  micropub- 
lishing to  the  Public  Printer  of  the  United 
States  is  the  Public  Printer's  Council  on 
Micropublishing. 

ARTICLE  II 
Mission 

The  Government  Printing  Office  (GPO)  has 
broad  responsibilities  for  the  dissemina- 
tion of  Federal  Government  information 
which  require  the  exploration  of  micro- 
publishing  technology.  The  rational  appli- 
cation of  this  technology  to  the  informa- 
tion dissemination  functions  of  the  GPO 
requires: 

an  understanding  of  the  capabilities 
and  limits  of  micropublishing  tech- 
nology; 

a  broad  overview  of  the  require- 
ments of  the  information  users  and 
intermediaries; 

careful  balancing  of  the  interests 
and  capabilities  of  the  public  and 
private  sectors; 


the  clarification  of  relationships  be- 
tween the  GPO  and  Federal  agencies 
that  generate  and  disseminate  in- 
formation; 

an  understanding  of  total  system 
economics  which  will  permit  the 
balancing  of  costs  and  benefits 
among  organizations  involved  in  or- 
der to  achieve  the  optimal  use  of 
new  technologies;  and 

development  of  criteria  for  the  selec- 
tion of  Federal  Government  publica- 
tions for  conversion  to  microforms. 

To  advise  the  Public  Printer  on  these  mat- 
ters there  is  hereby  established  the  Pub- 
lic Printer's  Council  on  Micropublishing. 

ARTICLE  III 
Council  Membership 

Section  1 — Genera/  Membership.  The 
membership  of  the  Public 
Printer's  Council  on  Micro- 
publishing  shall  consist  of  a 
minimum  of  eight  (8)  mem- 
bers and  not  more  than  16 
members  appointed  by  the 
Public  Printer.  The  Public

Four 
members  of  the  Council  shall 
be  employed  by  the  Federal 
Government;  two  members 
will  be  from  the  library  com- 
munity; and  two  members 
will  be  from  the  private  sec- 
tor of  the  micrographics  and 
micropublishing  industries. 
Should  the  Council  be  en- 
larged beyond  eight  mem- 
bers, this  balance  of  the  rep- 
resentation shall  be  main- 
tained as  nearly  as  possible. 

Section  3 — Term  of  Office.  The  Public 
Printer  shall  appoint  one-half 
of  the  present  Council  to  a 
two-year  term  and  one-half  to 
a  three-year  term,  with  the 
terms  beginning  on  April  14, 
1978.  Thereafter,  terms  of 
office  will  be  for  a  two-year 
period.  The  Public  Printer 
may  reappoint  members 
whose  terms  have  expired. 

Section  4 — Vacancies.  Vacancies  on  the

The  Subject  Index  of  recent 
Monthly  Catalogs  has  listed  many 
headings  that  are  preceded  by  a 
star.  As  indicated  in  the  "Sample 
Entry"  appearing  in  the  introductory 
pages  of  each  Monthly  Catalog,  the 
star  designates  a  local  subject 
heading. 

Subject  headings  used  in  the  In- 
dex follow  Library  of  Congress  Sub- 
ject Headings'  rules  as  given  in  the 
printed  edition  and  microfiche.  The 
only  two  exceptions  to  the  rules  are 
geographic  names  for  which  both  LC 
and  GPO  turn  to  the  Board  of  Geo- 
graphic Names  for  assistance,  also 
a  small  number  of  headings  which, 
upon  consultation  with  the  Library 
f  Congress,  we  will  use  as  new 
eadings.  In  all  other  cases  the 
headings  are  used  in  accordance 
with  established  LC  policies  and 
procedures. 

The  headings  must  also  be  tagged 
with  the  appropriate  field  designa- 
tors from  the  MARC  formats.  The 
MARC  formats  discern  between  veri- 
fied and  established  LC  subject 
headings  (650's)  and  those  head- 
ings designed  for  local  library  needs 
(690's)  but  not  of  LC  origin.  Corre- 
spondingly, we  have  designed  print 
indicators  for  the  Monthly  Catalog  to 
reflect  the  differences  in  subject 
headings.  These  print  indicators  are 
generated  by  the  specific  MARC  field 
designator  present.  An  LC  heading 
will  appear  without  additional  mark- 
ings; MESH  is  preceded  by  an  as- 
terisk; and  a  local  heading  is  pre- 
ceded by  a  star.  This  is  the  current 
printing  arrangement  for  headings 
in  the  subject  index, 
b.  Much  confusion  has  resulted  from 
^e  inconsistent  interpretation  and 
application  of  local  heading  desig- 
nators (690's)  on  the  part  of  OCLC. 


Because  they  have  only  imple- 
mented the  690's  designators  in 
some  of  the  formats,  and  verbally 
communicated  an  intent  for  its  use 
different  from  that  stated  in  their 
"Technical  Bulletin  No.  24,"  inor- 
dinately large  numbers  of  "local" 
headings  have  appeared  in  recent 
issues  of  the  Monthly  Catalog.  These 
headings  have  been  designated  as 
"local"  based  upon  the  communica- 
tions from  OCLC  through  our  net- 
work office.  In  reality,  these  head- 
ings are  the  same  LC  subject  head- 
ings we  used  previously  and  we  have 
observed  the  same  guidelines  in 
their  construction.  The  only  change 
has  been  in  the  tag — from  650  to 
690 — which  resulted  in  the  printing 
of  the  stars  before  the  headings.

Special  Needs 


Q.  Ms.  Alice  Brown,  Documents  Li- 
brarian witli  the  University  of  Ne- 
vada at  Las  Vegas,  writes  to  ask  how 
^  it  that  the  Library  and  Statutory 
^-a)istribution  Service  has  distributed 
the  CUMULATIVE  INDEX  OF  DE- 
CISIONS OF  THE  FCC,  which  covers 
volumes  41  through  60,  but  only 
bound  individual  volumes  through 
57?  She  points  out  that  users  of  the 
INDEX  are  very  puzzled  by  this. 

A.  Your  Editor  contacted  the  Print- 
ing Procurement  Section  of  the  FCC 
and  learned  that  bound  volume  58 
had  just  become  available  as  of  June 
22nd.  Volume  59  is  expected  before 
the  end  of  the  year,  with  volume  60 
to  follow  early  in  1979. 

Q.  Ms.  Barbara  A.  White,  Law  Li- 
brarian with  the  Supreme  Court  Li- 
brary for  the  State  of  Nevada,  writes 
from  Carson  City  to  ask:  "What  are 
some  of  the  possible  uses  for  the 
SUBJECT  BIBLIOGRAPHIES?" 


A.  The  Depository  Library  inspec- 
^  tors,  who  have  visited  some  1200 
-^braries  during  the  past  three  and  a 
half  years,  report  seeing  very  crea- 
tive uses  of  the  SUBJECT  BIBLIOG- 
RAPHIES (SB  Series,  Item  No.  552A, 


GP  3.22/2:  ).  College  and  Uni- 
versity libraries  frequently  keep 
them  in  the  reference  area  in  an  up- 
right box  or  binder.  Their  highest 
use  is  in  providing  a  quick,  current 
bibliography  to  a  student  research- 
ing a  topic.  The  student  is  told  that 
some/most/all  publications  listed 
are  available  in  the  depository,  or 
may  be  had  through  interlibrary 
loan,  or  even  purchase. 

Although  many  Public  Libraries 
use  them  in  similar  ways,  they  do 
tend  to  house  them  differently.  The 
very  strong  vertical  file  tradition 
among  Public  Libraries  usually  puts 
such  material  into  the  files.  Their 
patrons  express  greatest  interest  in 
using  the  SUBJECT  BIBLIOGRA- 
PHIES to  identify  publications  they 
wish  to  consider  for  purchase.  They 
often  ask  documents  librarians  to 
showtheni  the  depository  copy  so  as 
to  make  a  better  evaluation. 

Some  libraries  also  use  them  for 
awareness  purposes:  checking  off 
titles  which  the  depository  holds, 
and  routing  the  SUBJECT  BIBLIOG- 
RAPHIES to  interested  parties. 
Others  use  them  as  a  check  against 
holdings,  and  may  choose  to  pur- 
chase or  select  an  item  number  on 
the  basis  of  information  provided. 

No  doubt  additional  good  uses 
have  been  found,  and  your  Editor 
welcomes  hearing  about  those 
you  would  like  to  share  with 
HIGHLIGHTS  readers.

Q.  Ms.  Alice  Brown,  Documents  Li- 
brarian with  the  University  of  Ne- 
vada at  Las  Vegas,  writes  to  ask  how 
is  it  that  the  Library  and  Statutory 
Distribution  Service  has  distributed 
the  CUMULATIVE  INDEX  OF  DE- 
CISIONS OF  THE  FCC,  which  covers 
volumes  41  through  60,  but  only 
bound  individual  volumes  through 
57?  She  points  out  that  users  of  the 
INDEX  are  very  puzzled  by  this. 

A.  Your  Editor  contacted  the  Print- 
ing Procurement  Section  of  the  FCC 
and  learned  that  bound  volume  58 
had  just  become  available  as  of  June 
22nd.  Volume  59  is  expected  before 
the  end  of  the  year,  with  volume  60 
to  follow  early  in  1979. 

Q.  Ms.  Barbara  A.  White,  Law  Li- 
brarian with  the  Supreme  Court  Li- 
brary for  the  State  of  Nevada,  writes 
from  Carson  City  to  ask:  "What  are 
some  of  the  possible  uses  for  the 
SUBJECT  BIBLIOGRAPHIES?"

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The  Subject  Index  of  recent 
Monthly  Catalogs  has  listed  many 
headings  that  are  preceded  by  a 
star.  As  indicated  in  the  "Sample 
Entry"  appearing  in  the  introductory 
pages  of  each  Monthly  Catalog,  the 
star  designates  a  local  subject 
heading. 

Subject  headings  used  in  the  In- 
dex follow  Library  of  Congress  Sub- 
ject Headings'  rules  as  given  in  the 
printed  edition  and  microfiche.  The 
only  two  exceptions  to  the  rules  are 
geographic  names  for  which  both  LC 
and  GPO  turn  to  the  Board  of  Geo- 
graphic Names  for  assistance,  also 
a  small  number  of  headings  which, 
upon  consultation  with  the  Library 
of  Congress,  we  will  use  as  new 
headings.  In  all  other  cases  the 
headings  are  used  in  accordance 
with  established  LC  policies  and 
procedures. 

The  headings  must  also  be  tagged 
with  the  appropriate  field  designa- 
tors from  the  MARC  formats.  The 
MARC  formats  discern  between  veri- 
fied and  established  LC  subject 
headings  (650's)  and  those  head- 
ings designed  for  local  library  needs 
(690's)  but  not  of  LC  origin.  Corre- 
spondingly, we  have  designed  print 
indicators  for  the  Monthly  Catalog  to 
reflect  the  differences  in  subject 
headings.  These  print  indicators  are 
generated  by  the  specific  MARC  field 
designator  present.  An  LC  heading 
will  appear  without  additional  mark- 
ings; MESH  is  preceded  by  an  as- 
terisk; and  a  local  heading  is  pre- 
ceded by  a  star.  This  is  the  current 
printing  arrangement  for  headings 
in  the  subject  index. 

Much  confusion  has  resulted  from 
the  inconsistent  interpretation  and 
application  of  local  heading  desig- 
nators (690's)  on  the  part  of  OCLC. 


Because  ithey  %iave  only  imple- 
mented tie  69^s  designators  in 
some  of  the  fornilats,  and  verbally, 
communicated  an  \^ten{  for  its  use 
different  from  that  '^tated  in  theji 
"Technical  Bulletin  hio.  24,"  inojf 
dinately  large  number^  of  "loca^l 
headings  have  appeared  in  recmt 
issues  of  the  Monthly  Cata^jog.  Th^se 
headings  have  been  designated  ;as 
"local"  based  upon  the  coril'tTiu nida- 
tions from  OCLC  through  ohr  rpt- 
work  office.  In  reality,  these 'heiald- 
ings  are  the  sanie  LC  subject  he|d- 
ings  we  used  previously  and  we  ha|^e 
observed  the  saliiie  guidelines  & 
their  construction.  The  only  change : 
has  been  in  the  tag;^ — from  650  |o 
690 — which  resulted  in  the  printing 
of  the  stars  before  the,  headings.  \
